w as agreed to—yeas 41, nays 24. 
T he 
bill w as th en passed by a vote of 36 
yeas to 14 nays. 
A bout a dozen pension bills w ere 
passed, including bills increasing th e 
pensions of the w idow s of G eneral Cus­ 
ter, A dm iral W ilkes and G eneral Daniel 
T illm ann to $100 a m onth. T he first was 
a House bill; a llth £ o thers w ere Senate 
bills. 
T he Senate passed th e House 
bill am ending the act of Ju ly , 1882, di­ 
viding th e S tate of Iow a into tw o ju ­ 
dicial districts. 
T he S enate th en proceeded to the 
consideration of th e su b stitu te for the 
House bill to provide for th e adjudica­ 
tion and paym ent of claim s arising 
from Indian depredations. S enator E d­ 
m unds m oved to strik e out of section 3

prohibits the 
allow ance of any claim m ade by In ­ 
dians on th e testim ony of any w itness 
of th e In dian race.

Mr. Crain (Tex.) m ade an argum ent 
in su p p o rt of th e resolution presented 
by him to am end th e constitution sc 
th a t the term s of R epresentatives shall 
begin on th e 1st of Ja n u a ry and th ai 
th e P resid en t shall be inau g u rated on 
th e 30th of A pril.

9oine of these signals are very showy 
affairs; some are not cushions at all, 
but morel} shingles trimmed with rib­ 
bon or lace; and among the poorest 
class it is not uncommon to see merely 
a white or red string tied to the dooi 
latch—fit token of tho meager life the 
poor little stranger is destined to lead. 
Sometimes, instead of either pin­ 
cushion or shingl e, you will see a large 
placard hung outside of the front door. 
Then you may know that somebody in 
the house is ill, and his or her present 
condition is described on the placard 
for the benefit of inquiring friends, and 
sometimes, when such a placard has 
>een taken down, you may meet a grhn 
coking man on the street dressed in 
olack tights, a short cloak and a high 
hat from which a long, black streamer 
is flying. This is the Aanspreker go­ 
ing from nouse to house to tell certain 
persons drat their friend is dead. 
He 
attend? to funerals, and bears invita­ 
tions 
all friends whose presence may 
be dMired. 
A strange, weird looking 
figure he is; and he wears a peculiar, 
professional cast of countenance that is 
anything but comforting.—Mary Mapas 
Dodge in St Nicholas. 


Novel Ideas In Textiles. 
There has recently been brought for­ 
ward by a German chemist a method 
for rendering fabrics proof against the 
ravages of decay for ail indefinite pe­ 
riod. 
With this process it is said that, 
Qo matter how delicate the texture oi 
color of the fabric may be, its long life 
Is assured. 
The inventor took his ideas from the 
fact that he learned that tile wonder­ 
ful state of preservation exliibited by 
the headbands of Egyptian mummies 
was due to their having been impreg­ 
nated with a kind of resin. 
Acting 
upon this information the chemist 
made experiments wi-h the substance 
extracted from bird bark, and he 
found that tho green tar left over after 
the oil used in tanning had been ex­ 
tracted from the white bark of the 
birch tree yields a substance neither 
acid nor alkaloid. 
This, in solution with alcohol, lorans 
a liquid with the power of resisting, 
after once becoming dry, even tho ac­ 
tion of alcohol itself, and it ta claimed 
xissesses the property of making textile 
abrics apparently imperishable as far 
as decay is concerned. 
And a great 
x>int claimed for it is that it readily 
unites with the most delicate as well as 
brilliant colors. 
Perhaps the most novel idea in the 
textile line is that of an Englishman 
named Stillbers, who, it is said, has 
actually made a cloth of spiders’ webs, 
which has been employed for purposes 
of surgery. 
A gentleman traveling 
through 
the country who recently 
stopped in Washington stated that 
this man Stillbers had gone quite *x- 
tensively into tills spiderweb cloth 
making. — Interview in Washington 
Post

Tile French are again discussing the 
provisioning of Paris in case of war, 
and the Germans in response are con­ 
sidering the best means of preventing 
such provisioning. 
In the last wax 
Paris had .some 1,800,000 persons with 
in her walls. 
Now to:.; number would 
be about 3,000,000. 
In the siege 852,- 
361 hundredweights of flour were used, 
although after Dee. 15, 1870, the flour 
contents of bread was only 25 per cent. 
of the whole. 
The 35,000 oxen, 180,000 sheep and 
9,000 swine in store lasted thirty-eight 
days, after which tile food consisted 
mostly of 55,000 horses aud great quan­ 
tities of eggs. potatoes, preserves and 
fruits. The coal famine was one of 
the most painful features of the siege. 
Tho necessity of bringing together even 
the insufficient provisions quickly and 
at all hazards cost tho French govern­ 
ment and the city at least §30,000,000 
more than would have been required 
under ordinary circumstances. 
< 
all the wants and experienced incon­ 
veniences be obviated in ease of an­ 
other war? 
As matters stand at present, French 
military authorities say they could not. 
For jtho carrying and distribution ol 
bread and coals alone 54,000 cars would 
be necessary. 
At the time of a mobil i- 
zation it would bo impossible to find 
men enough to load and unload the 
cars, to say nothing of the original dif­ 
ficulty of getting tho materials. 
Food 
from Russia must come through tho 
Mediterranean, mid could be cut off by 
the Italian and Austrian navies. 
America and England are the only 
remaining sources of supply. 
Were 
England so disposed she could stop 
both almost instantly. 
Wero bhc neu­ 
tral the German ships could pass with­ 
out difficulty through tho channel and 
intercept importations. 
Only in the 
hardly supposititious case that England 
was an ally of France would the pro­ 
visioning of the oapital be possible, 
even if the sources flowed never so 
freely. These calculations of the Ger­ 
mans presuppose a considerable effici­ 
ency of the German navy, which they 
are striving to attain with all possible 
speed.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

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Chewing Gam. 
A correspondent inquires whether 
tile use of chewing gum is really bene­ 
ficial, as some persons have asserted. 
The opinion has one plausible argu­ 
ment in its favor. The saliva is an im­ 
portant digestive fluid. 
On it depends 
the digestion of all starchy substances— 
bread, mush, potatoes and the like. 
It 
is for this reason that thorough masti­ 
cation of such foods is necessary in or­ 
der that the saliva may be duly mixed 
with their particles. 
For the same rea­ 
son it is better to eat bread dry than 
to moisten it, and dry bread is practi­ 
cally easier bf digestion than mush, 
which is often swallowed without suffi­ 
cient mastication. 
Now, as the saliva is copiously se 
crated in gum chewing, it might be 
thought that the stomach would thus 
be aided in the digestion of starchy 
fod, but just here comes in another 
physiological fact, namely, that the sa­ 
liva loses its digestive power very soon 
after entering the stomach, being neu­ 
tralized by the action of the gastric 
juice.—Youth’s Companion.

Even the little music which can bo I 
heard en any holiday in the ChinesoJ 
quarter of New York will servo to dis-\ 
dose to a discriminating oar that it Is 
nothing if not methodical.

culty en the part of tho historians has 
been that they have never come in 
contact with tile Chinese, and there­ 
fore have had to depend on tho de­ 
scriptions of travelers and missionaries 
touching the practical aide of the art. 
Correctly to apprehend music, how­ 
ever, requires special qualifications of 
education and natural gifts, and these 
have been possessed by so small a mi­ 
nority of those who have written about 
China that they ara scarcely worth

A Wonderful Clock. 
A marvelous piece of mechanism has 
recently been exhibted in Paris. 
It is 
an eight day clock, which chimes the 
quarters, plays sixteen tunes, playing 
bree tunes every hour, or at any in 
tarv&l required, by simply touching a 
spring. The hands go as follows: One 
once a minute, one once an hour, one 
once a week, one once a month and 
one once a year. 
It shows tho moon’s 
age, rising and setting of the sun, the 
time of high and low tide, besides show­ 
ing half ebb and half flood. 
A curious device represents the wa­ 
ter, showing ships at a high water tide 
as if they were in motion, and, as it re­ 
cedes, leaves them high and dry on the 
sands. The clock shows the hour of 
the day, the day of tho week, the day 
of the month and thu month of the 
year. The mechanism is so arranged 
aa to make its own provisions for long 
and short months. 
It also shows the 
signs of the zodiac, equation, and the 
difference between sun and railroad 
time for every day In the year.—St. 
Louis Republic.
